The ^ntence, handed down > 
by U.S. Disrti(^ Court Judge 
Frederick B Lacey, was the | 
minimum for the offense, 
which could have cairied a 
Jail term of up to 20 years.

The tall, distinguished-look- 
ing Frenchman appeared im- 1 
passive as the sentence was ' 
announced after both his law- 
yer and the U.S. prosecutor 
pleaded for leniency. 

They both cited Delouette*s 
close cooperation with authori- 
ties, almost from the moment 
he was arrested when he went ' 
to Port Elizabeth, N J., to pick 
up the vehicle containing the \ 
hidden drug. • ’ 

Delouette, a former agent in ^ 
the Service de Documentation 
Exterieur et de Contre Espio- ‘ 
nage, asserted: *1 am neither a 
gangster nor a pusher." He 1 
said he had followed instruc- ' 
e tions of his former secret serv- ^ 

I ice boss. Col. Paul Fournier,

j her along with him. ^ 

Fournier has denie<i any ’ 
connection with the smuggling 
plot and remains in France. ^ 
Charging that his family 
and his fiancee, Marie Robert, 
were being harassed following , 
his decision to cooperate with 
the U.S. authorities, Delouette 
said: *T followed Col. Four- 
nier’s instructions in this as- 
signment in a moment of 
aberration . . l*ve already 
been punished. Even worse, so 
have my family-and Miss Rob- 
ert My family has had their 
private life very disturbed by 
certain police l^havlor which 
I fear will continue" 

He made it clear that he 
was referring tiK the French 
police and that he had been 
well treated by the U.S. au- 
thorities. * ,
